Programs  of  study  for  Science  10,  Biology  20-30, 
Chemistry  20-30,  Physics  20-30  and 
Science  20-30  have  undergone  a final  review  by 
the  respective  curriculum  advisory  committees. 
The  revised  programs  of  study  will  be  mailed  out 
in  late  May  to  all  schools  offering  senior  high 
science. 

The  30-level  science  courses  will  be 
implemented  in  September  1994.  The  first 
diploma  examinations  for  the  revised 
Biology  30,  Chemistry  30  and  Physics  30  will 
be  written  by  students  in  January  1995. 

The  last  administration  of  diploma 
examinations  based  on  the  previous  courses 
of  study  will  be  in  August  1994. 
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Students  taking  the  new  Science  30  course  will 

• write  field  validation  diploma  examinations  in 
1995  and  the  first  official  diploma 
examinations  will  be  written  in  January  1996. 

Assessment  Standards 

The  second  meeting  of  the  Secondary  Science 
Advisory  Committee  on  Standards  provided 
direction  and  advice  regarding  the 
development  of  assessment  standards  for 
each  of  the  senior  high  science  courses. 

The  outcomes  of  this  meeting  were:

New 
Neighbours  addresses  selected  objectives  of 
Social  Studies  7,  Topic  C.  Copies  of  this 
resource  were  distributed  to  all  schools  with 
Grade  7 in  December  1993. 


The  number  of  applications  was  much  greater 
than  the  current  supply  of  computers.

Computers  for  Schools  is  a national  program 
cosponsored  by  Industry  Canada,  Government 
Services  Canada  and  the  Telephone  Pioneers 
of  America  — Region  1 (Canada).  The 
allocation  of  surplus  computer  equipment  is 
based  roughly  in  proportion  to  the  number  of 
students  in  each  province  or  territory.
